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EMA director says COVID transmission currently ‘high’

Coffee County EMA director James 
Brown provided a COVID update dur- 
ing the Coffee County. Commission 
meeting Monday morning, Jan. 24, 
in New Brockton, saying the current 
spread of the virus and its variants 
remains high in the county and state. 

As of Monday morning, Brown 
said the state’s numbers on the virus 
over the last 7 days included 56,734 
new cases [about 8,100 per day]. 
Locally, he said Coffee County had 
517 new cases confirmed during that 
same 7-day period [about 74 per day]. 

“Our positivity rates are really high 
currently at 50.9 percent,” Brown said. 

He said the virus also was making 
its way through the local schools. 
As of Thursday, Jan. 20, he said 
Coffee County Schools had 90 cases, 


_Elba City Schools had 31 cases, and 


Enterprise City Schools had 216 cases. 


As of Sunday, Jan. 23, Brown said 
there were 2,710 COVID patients 
in Alabama hospitals. He said those 
numbers show the state is nearing its 
peaks from previous spikes and get- 
ting close to the January 2021 num- 
bers of nearly 3,000 COVID patients 
in Alabama hospitals. 

Brown said the county still has 
the drive-through testing site open 
and operational on the campus of 
Enterprise State Community College 
in Enterprise. Last week, he said 941 
tests were completed"in four days at 
the site. 

“We thank Enterprise 
Community College for their 
in providing a location for this site,” 
Brown said. “We have had more of a 
demand than we first anticipated.” 

He said he had heard some citizens 
were having problems getting their 
test results back in a timely manner. 

“Right now, they are saying it is tak-

ing 36-48 hours to get results back,” 
Brown said. “This is slower than we 
would like, but they are getting bom- 
barded.” 

He said the easy testing sites are 
being conducted in several other loca- 
tions across the state at the same time, 
and the labs have been experiencing 
issues keeping up due to the high 
demand for tests currently. 

“We hope they are able to improve 
upon this and get it back down to 24 
hours, however, there is an abundance 
of tests being received from all-over 
the country at this time.” 

The Coffee County testing is avail- 
able in the ESCC Student Center 
Parking Lot (Parking Lot C) Monday 
through Friday, 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. The 
testing utilizes a Yale saliva PCR test. 

There is no out-of-pocket expense

Commissioners vote to transfer 
property/building to City of Elba

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday morning, Jan. 24, 
commissioners voted unani- 
mously to transfer owner- 
ship of a building and prop- 
erty located in Elba to the 
City of Elba. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan said the county 
owns the former adult day- 
care property and facility, 
located in downtown Elba, 
but that building is no lon- 
ger being used as an adult 
daycare. He said the county 
had looked at alternative 
uses for the building with 
no avail; however, he said 


the City of Elba does have 
a use for it. 

Morgan said City of Elba 
officials had requested the 
ownership of the property/ 
building be transferred to 
the city. Commissioners 
voted to approve that 
request. 

Upon the administrator’s 
recommendation, commis- 
sioners approved to resolu- 
tions. 

The first was to approve 
voting place changes cre- 
ated by the recent redistrict- 
ing in the county. Morgan 
said this had been discussed

The. Elba Board of 
Education took a step for- 
ward in planning for next 
school year Tuesday night, 
Jan. 18, when it approved 
the proposed 2022-2023 
school calendar for Elba 
City Schools. 

Superintendent Chris 
Moseley said the proposed 
calendar was almost identi- 
cal to the calendar for the 
current school year, with 
the exception of teachers 
returning to school Monday, 
Aug. 1, and students return- 
ing to school four days 
[rather than three days later] 
on Friday, Aug. 5th. 

“We felt like it would be 
good to be able to get four 
teacher workdays in ahead 
of the students returning 
to school,” Moseley said. 
“We felt like this would be 
good for the teachers; oth- 
erwise, the calendar is basi- 
cally identical to this year’s 
school calendar. 

As in the past Elba City 
Schools will be closed the 
entire week of Thanksgiving 
in November [Nov. 21 — 
25]. For Christmas break, 
students will go only a half 
day on Thursday, Dec. 15, 
before being dismissed for 
the holiday. Teachers will 
have a workday on Friday, 
Dec. 16, and then be dis- 
missed for the holidays. 

Following the holidays, 
teachers will return to 
school on Tuesday, Jan. 3, 
where they will have that 
day and Jan. 4th as teach- 
er workdays, and the stu- 
dents will return to school 
from the holiday break on 
Thursday, Jan. 5, 2023. 

‘The Spring Break holiday 
for the 2022-2023 school 


year will be the week of © 


March 27 — March 31. The 
last day of school for stu- 
dents will be a half day on 


Wednesday, May 24th for 
next school year. 

Other actions taken by the 
board during the January 
meeting included approving 
acceptance of the Regional 
Hazard Mitigation Plan pre- 
sented to the school sys- 
tem by the Coffee County 
EMA office, and approval 
for an out-of-state field trip 
for 8th grade students [via 
the science department] to 
Wonderworks in Panama 
City Beach. This field trip 
was Friday, Jan. 21, with

just under 30 students par- 
ticipating. 

Regarding COVID, the 
superintendent said Elba 
City Schools would remain 
open for in-person instruc- 
tion unless staffing issues 
created a need to do other- 
wise. He said he realized 
other school systems had 
been forced to go virtual 
recently, but he did not see 
that being the issue for Elba 
as long as the system did 
not run into a staffing issue. 

“As long as we can keep

the students in the build- 
ing and have the staff to. do 
it, we plan to stay open,” 
Moseley said. 

Also, Moseley updated 
board members in letting 
them know that Dennis 
James had rejected the offer 
[approved by the board in 
the December meeting] 
to be the custodian at the 
elementary school. He said 
principal Kenya Martin was 
still looking and interview- 
ing for another candidate to 
accept the position.

for $500 per day until sub- 
stantial completion. At the 
time substantial completion 
. is reached, the liquidated 
damages increase to 1,000 
per day. 

Liquidated damages 
cover costs for each day the 
project continues past the 
agreed-upon date of com- 
pletion. These funds would 
be deducted from what the 
city owes the contractor for 
the work. : 

Carpenter, and other rep- 
resentatives of Blankenship 
in attendance for Monday 
night’s meeting, noted sev- 
eral “issues” they had faced 
in the Elba project, but 
council members countered 
those explanations noting 
they felt the original exten- 
sion to the project should 
have been good enough 
to allow the contractor to 
overcome said issues and 
still complete the project 
by the extended Feb. 7th 
deadline. 

Council member Gappa 
Wise made a motion to 
extend the contract anoth- 


er 75 days [after Feb. 7th] 
with liquidated damages 
in place. Council member 
Bryan Grimes provided a 
second to the motion, and it 
passed by unanimous vote 
of the council. 

This makes the new proj- 
ect deadline April 23rd. 

During the discussions, 
Carpenter said he felt the 
project would be com- 
pleted within two and 
a half months, which is 
where the council came up 
with a 75-day extension. 
If the project is not com- 
pleted now by April 23rd, 
the council would have to 
decide again if it wants to 
give another extension with 
or without liquidated dam- 
ages. 

After the — council 
approved the motion to pro- 
vide the new project exten- 
sion with liquidated dam- 
ages, giving Blankenship 
Contracting until April 23rd 
to complete, Mayor Tom 
Maddox simply said to the

“we want the project fin- 
ished.”

Lentz said the hope was 
to receive even more than 
the guaranteed $175,000 
each. Commissioners voted 
unanimously to accept the 
proposal from JM Wood 
Auctjon. 


Also, the county engi- 
neer said the county had 
received a proposed minor 
subdivision plat for a 
development on County 
Road 514 by Boland and 
Boland LLC. He said this 
would be for 13 lots on 6.6 
acres, and all documents 
complied with the county’s 
subdivision regulations. 

Commissioners 
approved the proposed 
subdivision plat. 

Upon request of the sher- 
iff’s office, commissioners 
approved the surplus of 
a 2015 Tahoe from that 
office to Enterprise Rescue. 
Captain Michael Hines said 
Enterprise Rescue was in 
need of a second response 
vehicle and this vehicle 
item would meet that need. 

The next meeting 
for the Coffee County 
Commission will be 
Monday, Feb. 14, at 9 a.m.

Pike Lib has 
been a dominant force in private school athletics in recent 
years and has won three straight baseball championships, 
two straight football titles and is heading for its second 
straight basketball crown, and that success led to problems 
finding smaller schools in the private school ranks willing 
to compete with the Patriots. According to a published 
report, last season the basketball teams traveled a total of 
1,720 miles to compete in twelve road games, while the 
baseball teams logged 2,048 miles, the volleyball teams 
logged 1,124 miles and the softball teams traveled 2,230 
miles. One example given was a volleyball match in 
Atmore on a Tuesday night that brought with it a three- 
hour ride, one-way, resulting in six hours on the road on 
a school night. This season the basketball team has five 
road trips to Florida for games, while the baseball team 
has trips planned to Georgia and Mississippi. School offi-
